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Remarks 

The Applicant elects Group I, claims 1-10, drawn to a semiconductor device, for 
examination at this time. 

This election is made with traverse. According to the MPEP (see section 802.01), in order 
for a restriction requirement to be proper, the Examiner must show that the inventions 
are independent and distinct. Furthermore, in accordance with MPEP section 806.05(f), 
the Examiner must document a viable alternative process that can be used to make the 
device that would be materially different than the process claimed. That the Examiner 
has not done. In this case, the Examiner merely indicates that the dielectric layers can be 
deposited on a carrying substrate and then laminated onto a device substrate. 
However, claim 11 is sufficiently broad that the claimed substrate can be either a 
carrying substrate or a device substrate. It is clearly not restricted to one or the other. 
As such, the Examiner's rationale for making the restriction requirement falls apart. The 
process that the Examiner asserts to be a "materially different" process, is not a 
materially different process, but rather falls within the scope of claim 11 presented to 
the Examiner. 

In short, the Examiner has not made the proper showing required by MPEP section 
806.05(f) to justify a restriction requirement and therefore the restriction requirement 
should be properly withdrawn.
